Cotton Land 
Should Be 
Worked Early 


By Alan G. George 
Farm Advisor 


VISALIA, Dec. 26 — Consider- 
able benefit may be obtained on 
next year’s cotton crop by early 
land preparation and cleaning up 
weeds now. 


Early stalk disposal and land 
tillage is especially important for 
those cotton growers who are con- 
sidering the fumigation of their 
land for control of root-knot nem- 
atode. Previous crop _— residue 
should be turned under as far 
ahead of fumigation as possible to 
insure the complete decomposi- 
tion of roots. The undecomposed 
roots may protect the nematodes 
and their eggs from the action of 
the fumigant and result in poor 
control. Undecomposed crop re- 
mains may interfere with satisfac- 
tory application of the fumigant 
as well as poor action of the fumi- 
gant because of improper sealing. 

The rotting of the previous crop 
is also important in order that 
there is no competition for nurti- 
ents between the previous crop 
residue and the new cotton crop. 
Early disposal allows for more 
complete rotting. Some crops such 
as corn and milo break down ra- 
ther slowly and unless turned un- 
der early may compete rather se-

PORTERVILLE, Dec. 26—If city 
fathers are making any New Year 
resolutions this season, we suggest 
that they resolve to do something 
about the traffic problems here 
and there about town. 

First, expedite, and we do mean 
expedite, improvements planned 
at the intersection of North Main, 
Henderson, Cypress and Sunny- 
side. This is a bad intersection, it 
came about because of desirable 
development in the opening of 
roads, but the bad situation hag 
existed far too long. 

Second, take another look at 
Olive street, or Olive avenue, as 
the planners call it. Something 
needs to be done in the high 
school area — possibly a traffic 
light at Jaye and Olive. 

Third, try that Grevilla- Date 
street intersection sometime. Bad- 
ly needed — a traffic light. 

Fourth, here it is again — those 
wandering pedestrians just north 
of Olive on Main. Actually, it’s 
not the fault of the pedestrians 
that traffic \jstops and piles back 
into the Olive-Main intersections. 
The trouble is that the pedestrians

Removing weeds around the 
edge of a field is important for 
cutworm control and a cutworm 
problem can be reduced by keep- 
ing cotton land free of green 
growth prior to planting. 

Whenever land preparation is 
done, the grower should avoid 
working the land when wet. One 
or twq poorly timed operations 
may take several years of good 
practices to correct.

IN 1958; TROUT FISHERMEN WILL NEED 


TWO TAGS ALONG WITH REGULAR LICENSE 
SACRAMENTO, Dec. 26 — Fishing licenses, like taxes, are going 
up, with cost for new 1958 licenses being $3.00, but two more $1.00 
stamps are necessary in order to fish for trout; total, $5.00. 


To purchase a resident angling 
license a person must have resided 
continuously in California for six 
months immediately prior to the 
date the license is purchased. An 
exception is that any member of 
the armed forces, on active duty, 
qualifies as a resident Californian 
as far as angling license purposes 
are concerned. 

The basic angling license will 
cost $3 and will be valid only for 
fishing in ocean waters. 

By purchasing a special $1 
stamp and affixing it to the $3 li- 
cense the angler may take all spe- 
cies of fish except trout and frogs, 
but including steelhead. 

By purchasing two of the spe- 
cial $1 stamps and affixing them 
to the basic $3 license the angler 
may take all species of fish, in- 
cluding trout and frogs.

The hunting season on quail, 
tree squirrels, rabbits and chuker 
partridges will come to an end 
with the end of the month. 


January 14 will be the last day 
in which ducks and geese ‘will be 
legal game. December 30 is the 
last day of the jack snipe season 
and December 31 will wind up the 
wild pigeon season. 


Black sea brant will be legal 
game until February 15 and black 
bear may be taken statewide until 
January. 15. 


There is a year ’round hunting 
seasan on European wild pigs and 
cross of this animal with feral do- 
mestic pigs. except in Monterey 
county where the season ends on 
March 31 with a bag and posses- 
sion limit in that county of one. 

Under a new law the fish and 
game commission may declare a 
special deer hunt in an area where 
the animals are damaging agri- 
cultural crops and the Bear Valley 
ranch of Marin county is the first 
land owner to make a request for 
such a season. ‘The commission 
will act on this at its meeting in 
Sacramento on January 3. 

The commission will also hear 
proposals from all concerned with 
reference to changes in the angl- 
ing regulations. Then on the last

Friday in February the commis- 
sion will again hold a public meet- 
ing and fix all the new regula- 
tions into law which usually be- 
come effective March 31 or April 
1. In the meantime, however, 
the commission will release to the 
press the regulations it intends to 
adopt so that all who care to may 
be on hand to protest or request 
changes. By a ruling of the at- 
torney general no changes may be 
made unless they were proposed at 
the January 3 meeting. No radi- 
cal change in the present regula- 
tions are being proposed at this 
time but one never knows 'what 
may be presented at the meeting. 

Also on the commission agenda 
for the first Friday in January 
will be a review of the state’s 
pheasant program. This subject 
comes up for wide discussion 
now and then but not much ever 
happens. However, the depart- 
ment of fish and game would like 
to drop the entire game farm op- 
eration including, of course, the 
rearing and liberation of the 
birds. It’s an expensive program 
but with the price of the pheas- 
ant tags having been doubled and 
the general hunting license hiked 
to $4.00, the department can no 
doubt foot the bill if there isn’t 
too much demand to expand the 
under the gun release of these big 
game birds.
